Obtaining the correct tension is perhaps the single factor which 
can make the difference between a successful garment and a 
disastrous one. It conlrdls both the shape and size of an article, 
so any variation, Jiowever slight, can distort the finished garment. 
We recommend that you knit a square in pattern and/or slocking 
sirtch (depending on the pattern ir’istructfons) of perhaps 5-10 
more stitches and 5-10 more nows than those given in the 
tension note. Mark out the central l Ocm square with pins. If you 
have too many stitches to 10cm try again using thicker needfes, 
if you have too few stitches to 1 0cm try again using finer rteecfies, 
Once you have achieved the correct tension your garment wiH be 
knitted to the measurements indfcated in the size diagram sfiown 
at the end of the pattern. 

SIZING & SIZE DiAGRAM NOTE 

The Instructions are given for the smailest size. Where they vary, 
work the figures in brackets tor the larger sizes. One set of figures 
refers to all sizes, included with most patterns in this brochure Is 
a ‘size diagram', or sketch of the finished garment and its 
dimensfons.The size diagram shows the finished width of the 
garment at the under-arm point, and it is this measurement that 
the knitter should choose fir^t; a useful tip is to measure one of 
your own garments which is a comfortabfe fit. Having chosen a 
size based on width, iook at the corresponding length for that 
size; if you are not tiappy with the total length which we 
recommend, adjust your own garment before beginning your 
armhole shaping - any adjustment after this point wifi mean that 
your sleeve will not fil into your garment easily - don't forget to 
take your adjustment into account if there is any side seam 
shaping. FfnaIfy, look at the sleeve length; the size diagram 
shows the fini^ed sleeve measurement , taking irrto account any 
top-arm inserUon length. Measure your body between the centre 
of your neck and your wrist, this rneasurement should 
correspond to half the garment width pJus the sleeve length. 
Again, your sleeve length may be adjusted, but remember to 
take into consideration your sleeve increases if you do adjust the 
length - you must increase more frequently thar> the pattern 
states to shorten your sleeve, less frequently to fengthen it. 



FlNiSHlNG INSTRUCTIONS 

Aft©' V(flDrking for hours knitting a garment, it seems a great pity 
that many garments are spoiled because such little care is taken 
in the fxessing and finishing process. Follow the fofJowing tips for 
a truly professional looking garment, 

PRESSING 

BfocK out each piece of knitting and following the instructioris on 
the ball band .press the garment pieces, omitting the 
ribsTipyTake special care to press the edges, as This will make 
sewing up both easier and neater, if the ball band indicates that 
the fabric is not to be pressed, then covedng the blocked out 
fabric with a damp white cotton doth and leaving it to stand wifi 
have the desired effect. Dam in all ends neatly along the setvage 
edge or a colour join, as approprate. 

STfTCHfNG 

When stitching the pieces togetf>er, remember to match areas of 
colour and texture very carefully where they meet. Use a seam 
stitch such as back stitch or mattress stitch for all main krtitting 
seams and join ail ribs and neckband with mattress stitch, unless 
otherwise stated. 

CONSTRUCTION 

Having completed the pattern instructions, join feft shoulder and 
neckband seams as detailed above. Sew the top of the sleeve to 
the body of the garment using the method detailed in the 
pattern, referring to the appropriate guide; Shallow set-in 
sleeves; Match decreases at beg of armhole shapir'ig to 
decreases at top of sleeve. Sew sleeve head into armhde, 
easing in shapings. Set- in sleeves: Place centre of cast off edge 
of sleeve to shoulder seam. Set in sleeve, easing sleeve head into 
armhole. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Slip stitch pocket edgings and linings into place. 

Sew on buttons to correspond with buttonholes. 

Ribbed welts and neckbands arid any areas of garter stitch 
should r>ot be pressed.

Bust/chest - measure around the fullest part of the 
bL^lfohest and actoss the shoulder blades. 

Waist - measure around the natural waistlir^e, just above the 
hip bone. 

Hips - measure arourid the fullest pert of the bottom. 

If you don't wish to measure yourselt, note the size of a 
favourite jurnper that you like the fit of. Our sizes are now 
comparable to the clothing sizes from the rnajor high street 
retailers^ so if your favourite jumper is a size Medium or size 
12, then our casual size Medium arxf standard size 12 should 
be approximalefy the same.fit, 

To be extra sure, iT>easure your favourite jumper and then 
compare these measurements with the size diagram given at 
the end of the individual instructiens. 

Finally once you have deckted wliich size is best ftx you, 
please ensure that you achieve the tensior required for the 
design you wish to knit. Remember if your tension is too 
loose, your garment will be bigger than the pattern size and 
you may use more yarn. If your tension is too tight, your 
garment could be smaller than the pattern size and you will 
have yarn left over. Furthermore if your tension is hcorrect, the 
handle of your fabric will be too stiff or floppy and will not fit 
properly. It really does make sen^ to check your tension 
before starting every project,
